Advance sheets of the annual college 
eatalogue have been received and in the 
tables showing the geographical distribu.

The total enrol- 
ment of 1302 is distributed over all parts 


‘of the country, including 35 states and 


tree foreign nations. From New Eng- 
land there are enrolled 900 men, from the 
central states 224, from the western 
states 143, and from the southern states 
31 men. Thirty-one per cent of the stu- 
dents come from outside of New England 
and represents a large increase over that 
of last year. The total enrolment is a 
gain of 73 students over last year. 

The catalogue shows many changes in 
the announcements of courses, especially 
in the departments of English, geology, 
sociology, and mathematics. Sanskrit 
and Italian courses are given this year. 

The faculty has adopted a new cut 
system which will allow men who have 
a rank of at least 85 per cent in general 
average freedom from all regulations of 
attendance at classes. The cnly restric- 
tion placed is a limit of 15 cuts per 
semester hour, or a total of five weeks.

| Harold Bauer, the pianist, appeared-in | 
MUSICAL NOTES ‘Jordan hall Monday afternoon, sounding |

season. Mr. Baner’s performance was a | 
study in the great period of his instru- | 
ment and dealt with the three leading 
‘composers of that period—-Schumann, 
Chopin and Liszt.

Each of the two ‘American 
houses that are hospitable to the Puccini 
operas will have its own manner of pro- 
ducing a work like “Madam Butterfly,” 
with its flavor of American imperialism.

And the production of 
Monday night seemed to find the Boston 
heart.. There was nothing remote and 
fine-spun about it; everything was in- 
terpreted on a comfortable, sure-footed 
plane of realism. And there where 
the Bostonian, in his present operatic 
stature, feels most himself. Give him 
a veritably human cast of 
on his opera sfage, like the three who 
sang the music of Cio-Cio-San, Pinkerton 
and Sharpless, Monday night, and he is 
at home. 

Operatic characterization the Bostonian 
prefers to have as unpretentious and life- 
like as possible, and with it he wants 
an unquestionably expert musical read- 
ing.

WASHINGTON — If President Taft 
receives today, as he expects, a report 
from Ambassador Guild at St. Peters- 
burg. he will take up at the cabinet 
meeting the question of passports for 
American Jews in Russia and the obli- 
gations upon Russia embolied in the 
treaty of 1832. 

If the report does not indicate a will- 
ingness upon the part of Russia to con- 
‘ gider the question, Mr. Taft may recom- 
mend to Congress legislation that will 
accomplish the end desired. 

Unaware of the action of the adminis- 
tration, Representatives Sulzer of New 
York and Garner of Texas introduced 
resolutions in Congress on Monday pro- 
viding for the abrogation of the treaty 
of 1832. 

The fact .that negotiations had been 
begun in St. Petersburg by the United 
States was carefully concealed and only 
became known here on Monday. That 
Ambassador Guild would be successful in 
his undertaking is predicted.

THE ANTI-TRUST LAW—THE SU- 

PREME COURT DECISIONS 


In May last the supreme court handed 
down decisions in the suits in equity 
brought by the United States to enjoin 
the further maintenance of the Stan- 
dard Oil Trust and of the American To- 
bacco Trust, and to secure their disso- 
lution. The decisions are epoch-making 
and serve to advise the business world 
authoritatively of the scope and opera- 
tion of the anti-trust act of 1890. The 
decisions do not depart in any substan- 
tial way from the previous decisions of 
the court in construing and applying 
this important statute, but they clarify 
those decisions by further defining the 
already admitted exceptions to the lit- 
eral construction of the act. the 
decrees, they furnish a useful precedent 
as to the proper method of dealing with 
the capital and property of illegal trusts. 
These decisions suggest the and 
wisdom of additional or supplemental 
legislation to make it easier for the en- 
tire business community to square with 
the rule of action and legality thus fin- 
ally established and to preserve the 
benefit, freedom and spur of reasonable 
competition without loss of real efficiency 
or progress. ; 
NO CHANGE IN THE RULE OF 

DECISION—MERELY IN ITS 
FORM OF EXPRESSION 

The statute in first section. de- 
clares to be illegal “every contract. com- 
bination in the form of trust or other- 
Wise, or conspiracy, in restraint of trade 
or commerce among the several states or 
with foreign nations,” 
declares guilty of a misdemeanor “every 
person who shall monopolize or attempt 
to monopolize or combine or 
With any other person to monopolize any 
part the trade or commerce of the 
several states with foreign nations.” 

In two early cases, where the statute 
was invoked to enjoin a transportation 
rate agreement interstate 
road companies, it was held that it was 
no defense to show that the agreement

that the statute was directed against all 
contracts and combinations in restrain‘ 
of trade whether reasonable at 
law or not. It plain from 
record, however, that the contracts com- 
plained of in those cases would not have 
been deemed reasonable at common law. 
_In subsequent cases the court said that 
the statute should be given a reasonable 
construction and refused to include with- 
in its inhibition contractual re- 
straints of trade denominated 
as incidental or as indirect. 

These cases of restraint of trade that 
the court excepted from the operation 
of the statute were instances which, at 
common law. would have been called 
reasonable. the Standard Oi] and 
Tobacco therefore. the ~ court 
merely adopted the tests of the common 
law, and in defining exceptions to the 
literal application of the statute, only 
eubstituted for the test inci- 
dental or indirect. that of being reason- 
able, and this, without varving in the 
slightest the actual scope and effect of 
the statute. In other words, all the 
cases under the statute which have now 
been decided would have been decided 
the same way if the court had originally 
accepted in its construction the rule at 
common law. 

It has been said that the 
introducing into the construction of the 
statute common-law distinctions, has 
emasculated it. This is obviously un- 
true. “By its judgment every contract 
and combination in restraint of inter- 
state trade made with the purpose or 
precessary effect of controlling prices by 
stifling competition, or establishing 
in’ whole or in part a monopoly of such 
trade, is condemned by the statute. The 
most extreme critics can not instance a 
case that ought to be condemned under 
the statute which is not brought within 
its terms as thus construed. 

The suggestion js also made that the 
supreme court by its decision in the last 
two cases has committed to the court 
the undefined and unlimited discretion 
to determine whether a case of restraint 
of trade is within the terms of the 
statute. This is wholly untrue. A rea- 
sonable restraint of trade at common 
law is well understood and is clearly de- 
fined. It does not rest in the discretion 
of the court. It must be limited to ac- 
eomplish the purpose of a lawful main 
contract to which, in order that it shall 
be enforceable at all, it must be inei- 
dental. If it exceed the needs of that 
contract it is void. 

The test of reasonableness was never 
applied by the court at common law to 
contracts or combinations or conspiracies

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CAMBRIDGE COUNCIL 
OTAYS IT ACTION ON 
TEGH SITE QUESTION 


The question of closing Amherst street, 
one of the conditions under which Tech- 
nology will move to the proposed Cam- 
bridge site, has been put over to Dec. 
14 by the Cambridge city council. The 
city solicitor, city engineer and chairman 
of the assessors will then appear to 
advise on the various features of clos- 
ing the street. 

All the committee were present last 
night. Henry W. Beal, attorney for the 
Ames cstate, appeared to speak for his 
clients for the closing of the street. 
Much of the previous argument was gone 
over again and little new developed at 
the hearing. Attorney Beal stated that 
the institute had not vet purchased the 
property in question and that many of 
the options had expired. 


He argued that the institute would 
lend a hand toward the laying out of «n- 
other street, in place of Amherst strect, 
but did not look favorably on the plan 
of several of the committee to stand 
the expense of two streets, Vassar street | 
and the parkway proper. 

Much criticism has been made of 
Cambridge city government because 
what some term a delay in 
tlfe Massachusetts Institute 
nology to Cambridge. 

When the Institute of @ Technology 
agreed to come to Cambridge they made 
it one of the conditions that Amherst 
street, the next street parallel to the 
boulevard between Massachusetts avenue 
and Wadsworth street, should be closed 
as far as Ames street. The city 
ment held a hearing on closing Amherst 
street, as the law required. Naturally 
many manufacturers expressed much 
interest in the matter, for there a 
large amount of heavy teaming 
ing over that street. Then the 
city government had to consider this 
matter and accommodate the manu- 
factarers as well as Technology, the im- 
pression has been spread abroad that 
the members of the city government were 
not appreciative of the advantages tliat 
Technology would bring to Cambridge. 
They have simply been complying with 
the law.

There is a widespread and well-tounded beliet, however, to the 
effect that the average frequenter of the antique shop, whether for 
books, furniture, pictures or jewelry, becomes in time as silent as 
to the history of his finds as are the articles themselves. There 
appears to be something in the nature of an unwritten law which 
prevents the from communicating the information 
he acquires, by word or sign, to any other collector. .\ part of the 
ives from making a circuit of the antique shops and 
museums, and most of the pleasure he derives trom ownership of 
antiques, trom his . knowledge 
about them that nobody else possesses. 

lt 1s only, as has happened a few times recently, when some 
outsider, moved by curiosity or plilanthropy, breaks into the circle 
tree from sentiment, bends his etforts toward learning the secrets 
at once of the dealer and the collector, that anything gets into print 
Ikven then it 1s doubtful if either the dealer or the will 
conmnit himselt to approval of the printed report. 

Nevertheless, since tens of thousands of people who own little 
or no old turniture, pictures, china, books or jewelry themselves and 
are only hoping to some day, are now reading b oks de aling with 
simply and technically, so thousands will read, for 
instance, in “The Bargain Book,” by Charles Edward Jerningham 
and Lewis Brittany, of the wonderful “strikes” made and lost in the 
most Marvelous ways by the pursuers of the rare and abroad. 
‘or, after all, it is abroad that the collector reaches his highest devel- 
opment. He may open drawers and look behind pictures, and pry 
open lockets, and reach tnto mattresses, knock on the legs of 
and scratch tor hidden joimts and secret L nited 
States, but it 1s only abroad that he will take things apart. limb by 
limb, throw down walls, tear out fireplaces, knock off the plastering, 
rip up the flooring, in Ins search for family plate and jewelry. It is 
only abroad, also, that the collector develops the detective sense which 
enables him upon entering an antique shop to tell at a glance that 
a rare print 1s hidden behind a cheap engraving in a shilling frame. 

Whether the hunt 1s for books or paintings or mahoganies or 
enamels, or what nof, the game is the thing. And take it at its verv 
worst, it 1S, SO far as the genuine collector 1s Ticerned, usually inno- 
cent and harmless, especially if the devotee be so circumstanced finan- 
cially that he cannot go in too far. 
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NEVER before in all of his history has there been so nnich atten- 
tion paid to the cultivation of the oyster. .\nd not a murmur from 
the clam. 
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
